Emory University, Ga., July 30.— 
~(Special.)—Dr. Henry T. Carley, 
editor of the New Orleans Christian 
Advocate, and one of the most promi- 
ment clergymen of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South, will speak 
at the closing exercises of the Emory 
university summer session on Friday, 
‘August 26, it was announced Satur- 
day by President Harvey W. Cox. The 
university at that time will confer 


degrees on 47 students, the largest 
Rummer graduating class in its his- 
tory. 

The present summer school has been 
the most successful since the four 
quarter plan was adopted by Emory 
eight years ago, according to [Presi- 
dent Cox. The enrollment this term 
has been 736, as compared with 681 
last summer. In addition to the regu- 
lar students, 130 enrolled for the 
conference on public health and 57 for 
the library institute, now in session. 

Dr. Carley, the baccalaureate speak- 
er, has served as pastor of several of 
the large Methodist churches in New 
Orleans. From 1911 to 1918 he was 
professor of history and English at 
Centenary college, Shreveport, La. 
Since 1918 he has been editor of the 
New Orleans Christian Advocate, and 
has achieved widespread recognition 
as an author and scholar. He holds 
the B. A. and D. D. degrees from 
Millsaps college, and the B. D. from 
Vanderbilt.

RESERVE OFFICERS | 
OF FOURTH AREA 
PASS AIR TESTS 


At Maxwell Field, Montgomery. in 


the past two weeks, 35 reserve offi- 
cers, coming from all walks of life over 
the eight states comprising the Fourth 
Corps area, successfully passed the 
war department requirements in flying 
and only two failed to meet the de- 
mands of the physical examination. 
Lieutenant Colonel Charles H. Dan- 
forth, air officer, and Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Henry C. Merriam, assistant chief 
of staff on plans and training, both of 
Fourth Corps area headquarters, re- 
cently returned from Maxwell field, 
where they have been inspecting the 
training of these 35 civilian reserve 
flying officers. Both were voluble in 
their praise of achievements of these 
men who represent the 456th, 457th 
and 458th pursuit squadrons and the 
106th observation squadron with the 
photo section of the air corps reserve. 
“With the exception of a-few younger 

‘men most of this group of fliers are 

orld war veterans and many had not 

attended a camp in six years. 

In their two weeks’ course of train- 
ing each officer averaged from 25 
to 35 hours in the air. In addition 
to flying, their instruction includes 
radio communication and aerial pho- 
tegraphy. In their training, war serv- 
ice maneuvers are practiced and, func- 
tioning as units, their maneuvers in- 
clude departure in flights of three 
planes, with subsequent assembly of 
flights in the air for the execution 
of such combat missions as the prob- 
lem calls for. 

Colonel Danforth also exhibited to 
these reserve officers, as to former 
classes, his new pursuit plane, a Cur- 
tiss Hawk. This is a single seater 
fighter manned with one machine gun. 
It will do 160 miles an hour, can sus- 
tain a slow speed of 65 mites and land 
at 50 miles per hour, indicating its 
flexibility. Colonel] Danforth insists 
it is as good a pursuit plane as there 
is in the world today.

A revolt by the industrial population 
against high food costs was pictured 
before the Institute of Politics today 
as a posibility in the United States 
within the next forty years. 

Henry A. Wallace, son of the form- 


er secretary of agriculture, in an ad- 
dress decried “the grave injustice that 
has been done to agriculture during 
the past six years.’ 

He predicted a food shortage within 
forty years with resultant disturbances 
that will cause industrial centers “a 
thousand times as. much worry as the 
present farm situation.’”” He warned 
that the industrial population might 
yrecipitate trouble when an imminent- 
y inadequate food supply compels 
them to pay an undue proportion of 
their wages for f 

Mr. Wallace supplement] these as- 
sertions with a discussion of the ideal 
balance between urban and rural pop- 
ulation, the ultimate type of organi- 
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zation which agriculture must adopt, 
and overproduction, which in the face 
of lowered European purchasing power | 
has curtailed the farmer’s profits and 
levied seriously on their patriotism. 

Mr. Wallace questioned the govern- 
ment reclamation projects and en- 
couragement of increased food produc- 
tion, when the farmers are already 
suffering from a surplus of wheat, 
hogs and cotton, together with a post- 
war reversal in credit. balances be- 
tween this country and Europe. 

“During the past five years,’ he 
said, “we have had about ten million 
too many acreages of cotton, and the 
same of corn and wheat. If the ten 
million marginal acres of each of 
these crops could have been taken out 
of use, and if the production of hogs 
could bave been cut by about ten mil- 
lion head each year, it is probable 
that the farmers would have receiv- 
ed their fair share of .the national 
income.’

Reserves Revert 
To Navy Control 


BY RAYMOND CLA?PER. 

Washington, July 30.—(United 
News.)—Control of the great naval 
oil reserves will revert to the navy de- 
partment at midnight Sunday night, 
winding up another chapter in the 
Teapot Dome and Doheny affairs. 

This transfer takes place under an 
executive order issued by President 
Coolidge March 17 last. The order re- 
voked the famous order of President 
Harding handing over the navy’s oil 
fields to the interior department then 
presided over by Albert B. Fall, who 
promptly began leasing them to Harry 
F. Sinclair and E. L, Doheny. 

The statement under which the 
transfer takes place concludes with 
this significant sentence: 

“The department of the navy will 
determine the policy in regard to the 
issuance of future leases on naval 
petroleum reserves. 

Stores Go Back to Navy. 

Thus the vast stores of oil 
which the navy relies for fuel go back 
where they were six years ago after 
years of investigation, criminal and 
civil trials, blasting of reputations, 
ousting of cabinet members and ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars by 
the government in litigation. 

And the affair is not yet cleaned 
up. The government has not yet even 
completely regained the reserves 
leased by Fall under the Harding ex- 
ecutive order.

NAME MAY SOON PASS 


New York, Jnly 30.—(4)—Fifieen 


' years after a lineal descendant of J. 


P. Morgan bearing his name ceases 
to be a member of the banking house 
of J. P. Morgan & Co,, that famous 
banking name will pass into history. 

This stood revealed today in an 
financier and 
filed as a part of the report of the 
appraisal of the estate of Edward R. 
Stettinius, member of the Morgan 
firm, who left gross assets of $5,- 
948.376 and a net estate of $5,339,662. 

This included only his share of the 
profits and the money he deposited 
with the firm, as the affidavit dis- 
closed that neither Mr. Stettinius, nor 
any other partner, including the fi- 
nancier himself, had any interest in 
the good will of the banking house 
and that the value of the Morgan 
name is not taxable at the time of 
the death or retirement of any part- 
ner, because the good will is retained 
by the firm. 

While Mr. Morgan lives, however, 
the partnership agreements provide 
that his decision shal] be final in 
any dispute among the partners. Any 
partner may withdraw on_ three 
months’ notice and upon death or 
withdrawal of a partner, Mr. Morgan 
is to determine the value of the as-

Of general interest to the readers of 
The Constitution are letters from Miss 
Ellen Newell, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred C. Newell, who is tra-el- 
ing in Europe with a party of Atla=- 
tans, under the chaperonage of Mrs. 
Frank Harrold, of Americus, having 
sailed for New York the middle of 
June, landing at Liverpool, from which 
point Miss Newell sent her first let- 
ter, dated June 21, was written from 
London. She says: 


Lands in Liverpool. 


“Tt has been a week tomorrow since 
I last wrote you a lengthy espistle 
and we have landed. We have had 
our tongues hanging out every minute, 
so there is no time to write. even pap- 
per. It was too fine on the boat to 
stay Indoors too long at the last, and 
hm just getting over a cold I caught 
seeing the island at 2 a. m. and stay- 
ing up all night. Really, IL think 
England and the Atlantic ocean have 
the most miserable weather. I have 
had on a woolen dress ever since the 
trunk came. My cold is all right 
now, I dosed, and didn't give in— 
kept going, but have not felt peppy 
enough to write Miss Bessie, so please 
phone her. 

“We landed at Liverpool at 7 a. 
m., having spent the night in the 
Mersey river, right in town. Hon- 
estly, hated to tell the Charleston 
girls goodby. We had no trouble 
gvith the customs and Mrs. Harrold’s 
‘personal conductor, whom she had last 
year, met us. We went straight to 
J ondon, and the train was so crowded 
that I thought we should never get 
any lunch, and that meal was the best 

ever ate. The*conductor of an- 
other party who was from Tennessee, 
but lived all over the world, really, 
got us in. We arrived in London at 
2:30 o'clock and came straight out to 
poe: cute hotel at Sloane square, The 

disadvantage is that it is rather 
far out, but we have lea the bus 
routes, and ride them with big glee. 


“T did not go anywhere until after 
dinner, when we tried to go to a show, 
and failing at several to get in, we de- 
cided to go slumming, so with our 
chaperon, we rode all over West End 
and through Limehouse Chinatown.

'mouths (only to condemn us). We 
stopped at Stokespoges first, and it 
was the identical trip I took before. 
There, of course, is Gray's tomb and 
the famous yew tree where he wrote, 
and a ‘quaint old church, and the 
Banner house of the William Penn 
family. The rose trees were gorgeous. 
The colors were unbelievable, two 
shades on one tree. 

“Then the bus took us to Bolders 
on the Thames, where we caught the 
boat for that incomparable trip up the 
river, pasf resorts, estates, boathouses 
and clubs. It was freezing weather. 
I sat inside, due to an insistent cold. 
Some day, you, too, must come to Eng- 
land, if nowhere else, but do pray for 
sunshine, it is so damp. At Wind- 
sor we had laneh at a quaint inn on 
the river. The hot tea warmed me 
up. It is strange over here that 
with tea, coffee, etc., that cream, even 
cream with your porridge, is extra.

“We drove home in the bis, and 
got ready to see Gladys Cooper, the 
English Barrymore, in Sommerset 
Maughams’s new play. “The Letter.’ 
Nine of us went. We strolled up 
the street and saw the sights and had 
hot chocolate and cake. The play 
was tense and dramatic, but she was 
the marvel. The ushers are women 
and wear black hair ribbons, and sell 
the programs at 6d each. They also 
sell lemonade between acts. 

‘‘We saw Mary Shroder, a friend 
from the boat, there and greeted her 
like our best friend. I am writing 
in the railroad station in London, jn 
the train going to Ostend to catch 
the channel steamer. I mailed a part 
of the London trip, or at least, have 
not been able to buy a stamp but will 
mail it from Ostend. When I look 
back on the four days in London town, 
they seem one mad, gtand, cold rush. 
with no rest for the weary... It bears 
staying in two weeks, at the least. 

“Our party did London town prop- 
er up in the correct tourist style. 4 
did London tower and St. Paul's, 
the morning, and the city of Weatmin- 
ster in the afternoon, with intermis- 
sion for lunch. The guide was tooth- 
less, and the English are hard enough 
to understand at best. So we had to 
strive to hear. That night Ellen 
Wolff, Mary Goddard, Lamar Greene, 
and I saw the Russian ballet at the 
Princess theater, and the only thing 
like it I had seen before was the ballet 
at Paris opera. They are there for 
two montis. It was a marvelous the- 
ater, and the people were so interest- 
ing. Tie ushers brought us. insiped 
lemonade between acts. The dancers 
were perfect. You got everything they 
meant without a word. They gave 
the “Tragedy of Neptune,’ “The House 
Boat’ and ‘Romeo and Juliet. The 
music was lovely and the costumes fit- 
ting—the first futuristic. We took 
a bus at our friend, Trafalgar square. 
for ‘the hotel, and felt so competent 
getting back to the hotel alone. 

“Next day. Our train left at 8:30

PIONEER DAYS IN ARKANSAS. 


Pioneer Days in Arkansas. By §. 
H. Chester. No one who saw that 
graphic moving picture, “The Cov- 
ered Wagon,” could fail to feel a 
quickened thrill of ‘respect and ad- 
miration for those hardy souls who 
blazed the westward trail and who 
voluntarily endured hardships in order | 
to lay the foundation upon which sue- | 
ceeding generations have builded. A 
like thrill is in. store for those who 
sas,”’ a little book from the gifted pen 
of Dr, S. H. Chester, Montreat, N. C., 

The chief criticism of the book is | 
that it is too brief, but in its seven , 
chapters the author paints an accu- : 
rate and beautiful picture of the early | 
days in Arkansas. The story is en-) 
livened by illuminating anecdotes, and | 
iglows with the sympathetic loyalty 
of a native son. It is a picture with | 
which those who were born in the’ 
north should be made familiar, and | 
which those who were born in the 
south should not be permitted to for- | 
get. The book is both instructive and | 
entertaining. It touches upon the in- | 
\stitution of slavery, the period of the | 
civil war, and the reconstruction days, 
but there is nothing in it to which ex- 
ception can be taken. Dr. Chester's 
forbears were characterized by com- 
mon sense and kind hearts, and the | 
author of this book reveals the fact | 
that he has come richly into the fam- 
ily heritage. : 

“The good off days” may not have 
been idyllic as some would have us 
| believe. *but if anyene thinks that 
these days were stupid and dreary, he’ 
ought to read this book. Each age 
doubtless has its compensations, but | 
tha* age of which Dr. Chester writes | 
so interestingly certainly had. its full 
share.

Levees For Flood Control. 


Mr. Hoover discussed tbe effect 
of floods on agriculture.

left Pine Bluff three hours before 
the Hoover special. 

“ TIT have been too busy 
see this flood at close range.” said 
Mr. Hoover, a little later as he 
watched the track of the railroad 
spin out from under the swiftly 
moving car. 

“Hirst there was the actual res- 
efie work—the savines of the peo- 
ple by the boats.

rect that capital. The dav of for- 
eign capital. such as from the Unit- 
ed, Kingdom, is about past in this 
country but the South is enjoying 
much capital from the eastern sec- 
tion of this country and it should 
welcome it: Then let the south 
develop leadership to handle and 
direct this capital.” 

The south should not worry about 
the success of flood control and 
there should not be any lack of 
confidence in business because of 
uncertainty as to floods, Mr. Hoov- 
er thinks. The flood will never 
happen again. 

*“Really, we have been expecting 
a g@od deal of the Mississisippi 
river,” he said. “We know that it 
formerly spread out over a flood 
Plain of 21,000,000 acres. Now 
those acres have been developed 
and put to the plow and we are 
expecting the river to confine it- 
self to a flood plain of only about 
1,000,0000 acres.”

“Realiy, no one knows positively 
as to this.” he said, “although 
there are many theories. There is 
a strong presumption that the cut- 
ting of the trees has some effect 
on floods.” 

A National Problem. 

Mr. Hoover had little to say when 
reminded that a member of the 
United States Senate has given 
an interview stating that the towns, 
cities, counties and states aiong the 
river should share the cost of 
flood control with the national gov- 
ernment. However, he said at 
Little Rock that “it Is a national 
problem.” He sat and smoked 
silently without a word when the 
interviewer hiated that the calling 
of Congress into special session 
later than October when the pinch 
is coming in the flooded area might 
be a sOrt of calamity for the South.

Most rudimentary and yet most im- 
portant of all advice for a player who 
is facing an active partner is: Do 
not false-card. When playing second, 
third or fourth hand, (i. e., when fol- 
lowing suit to a trick) always play the 
lower or lowest of touching cards;

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ERE is a story without parallel 
in American history—the 


Story of Professor’s Death Has No 


story of Prof. Ross G. Mar- 

vin and his death in the 

shadow of the north pole. 

His slayer is known, but jus- 
tice can do nothing. There is no law 
in the wosld which can punish the 
murderer. 

Professor Marvin was with Peary 
on the discoverer’s last arctic expe- 
dition in 1908-9. While Peary made 
his final dash to the pole in April, 
1909, Maryin turned back to form 
the next to the last supporting party 
in the desolate ice fields to the south 
of Peary’s goal. ‘With Marvin were 
two Eskimos. 

Only the Eskimos reached the ship 

Roosevelt at the rim of the polar 
ocean. They reported that Marvin 
had drowned—and they were believ- 
sed. Seventeen years later they con- 
fessed that one of them had_ shot 
Marvin through the head. 
In this case justice faced a unique 
legal puzzle. At the time of Marvin’s 
death no country had jurisdiction over 
the vast No Man’s Land in which he 
died. Where there are no laws there 
can be no justice. And so Kudlook- 
too, the slayer, remains free. 

In the jase dash to the north 
pole in the spring of 1909 Prof. Ross 
Marvin faced death many times, yet 
he was fated to die as any man might 
die in the midst of civilization—shot 
through the head, the victim of a 
murderer. And for sev- 
enteen years he was be- 
lieved to have drowned. 

Professor Marvin had 
already won a name for 
himself in the world of 
polar exploration when 
he joined the last expe- 
dition of Robert Peary 
in 1908. He was born 
in Elmira, N. Y.,. was 
graduated from Cornell 
university as a civil en- 
gineer, and subsequently 
became an instructor at 
Cornell. He worked his 
way through the 
university rather 
than be a source of 
expense to his wid- 
owed mother. 

Peary had been 
making periodic at- 
tempts to reach the 
pole, the goal of some four centuries 
of exploration by intrepid adventurers 
and scientists. 
1905 after Peary had asked Cornell 
for assistsance in meteorological prob- 
lems. The instructor jumped at the 
chance. 

As it turned out, he was ideaily -rit-

wiry in build, with a clear eye and an 
air of earnestness about him, he and 
Peary became fast friends. 


Dash for Pole. 

Three years later, when Peary pre- 
pared to make another dash toward 
the pole, he asked Marvin again to 
join the expedition. With Matt Hen- 
son, the explorer’s colored attendant, 
Marvin thus enjoyed the unique privi- 
lege of being the only men Peary ever 
asked to go with him on a second ex- 
pedition. 

When Peary’s second offer came 
Marvin could not be reached. The 
explorer tried to locate him—he had 
shifted from Mercersburg back to Cor- 
nell again—and then selected some 
one to take his place, as it was near 
sailing time. When Marvin finally 
heard that he had been asked he 
rushed to Peary’s ship. 

“We're all filled up,” said Peary, 
“but we can’t leave you behind.” 

Selected Eskimos. 

So Marvin went along. Peary 
made him his secretary and first as- 
sistant, next in command to Capt. 
Robert Bartlett. The expedition 
sailed in the specially constructed 
steam yacht Roosevelt from New 
York on July 6, 1908. 

The vessel left Etah, 
Greenland, on August 18 
and took up winter quar- 
ters at Cape Sheridan on 
September 5. The ensu- 
ing winter was spent in 
hunting, journeys in one 
direction or another, in 
constructing sledge equip- 
ment, training the Eski- 
mos, getting everything 
ready for the dash to the 
pole. 

Commander Peary Se- 
lected his Eskimos as Care- 
fully as he had selected 

the other members of 
the party. . In_ this 
Marvin proved an in- 
valuable aid—this and 
in training them for 
their duties. 

The Eskimos of 
that region are a sim- 
ple, child-like race, not at all inclined 
to be violent. They know no written 
language, no king, no law. Like ani- 
mals, their lives consist mostly of 
gathering food and eating it. 

It is necessary to keep this in mind 
in considering how Marvin met his 
death in the Polar ocean. 


twenty-eight sledges. The six advance 
or supporting parties met Peary at 
Cape Columbia, at the edge of the 
Polar ocean, on the last day of Feb- 
ruary. | 

Peary’s Account. 


At appointed places the 
supporting parties turned 
back toward the Roosevelt. 
Marvin and two Eskimos 
formed the next to the 
last supporting party. 
They turned back at 86° 
degrees 38 minutes, 
Bartlett and his party 
turned back at 88 de- 
grees, while Peary and 
Matt Henson and four 
Eskimos pushed on to- 
ward their goal. 

“I shall always be 
glad that Marvin 
marched with me dur- 
ing those last few 
days,” said Peary 
months later. ‘“‘AsS we 
tramped along together 
we had discussed the 
plans for his trip to 
Cape Jessup, and his 
line of soundings from 
there northward; and 
as he turned back to- 
ward the land his mind 
was glowing with hope 
for the future—the fu- 
ture he was destined never to see. 

“So we shook hands and parted in 
that desolate white waste, Marvin set 
his face southward toward his death 
and I turned again northward toward 
the pole.”’ 

Never Saw Him Again. 

Peary never saw his friend again. 
He pushed on toward his fong- sought 
goal, 133 nautical miles over the ice. 
With five sledges and forty dogs— 
the pick of the 140 that had left the 
ship—he and Henson, who had been 
with him for fif€een years, made 
forced marches of fifteen and twenty 
miles at a time and reached the pole 
at 10 a. m., April 6, 1909. 

There, at the top of the world, 
Peary* planted five flags, the first a 
silk American flag his wife had given 
him many years before, and then 
turned back. 

“We reached Cape Hecla in one 
march of forty-one miles and the 
Roosevelt in another of equal 
length,’”’ he wrote in his book, “The 
North Pole.” ‘‘My heart thrilled as, 
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The S. S. Roosevelt 


ted for the hardships and associations 
of Arctic explorations. He seemed 
to. know how to handle Eskimos— 
and that’s one of the things which 
make the story of his death so puz- 
zling.

Had Bad News.

on our way from the Greenland coast, 
| thought the Roosevelt’s slender 
spars piercing the brilliant Arctic sun- 
light as fair a sight as ever I had seen. 

“As I approached the ship I saw 
Bartlett going over the rail. He 
came out along the ice to meet me, 
and something in his face told me he 
had bad news even before he spoke. 

‘Have you heard about poor 

Marvin?’ he asked. 
** ‘No,’ | answered. 


“Then he told me that 
Marvin had been drowned 
at the ‘Big Lead’ coming 
back to Cape Columbia. 
The news staggered 
me, killing all the joy 
I had felt at the sight 
of the ship and her 
captain. It was in- 
deed a bitter flavor in 
the cup of our success. 
It was hard to realize 
at first that the man 
who had worked at 
my side through so 
many weary months 
under conditions of 
peril and privation, to 
whose efforts and ex- 
ample so much of the 
success of the expedi- 
tion. had been due, 
would never stand 
before me again. 
Mysterious Death. 
“The manner of his 
ae death even will never 
> oe be sprecisely known. 
ns No human eye was 
when he 
broke through the 
treacherous young ice that had but 
recently closed over a streak of open 
water. He was the only white man 
in the supporting party of which he 
was in command and with which he 
was returning to the land at the time 
he met his death.” 

Marvin had been accompanied by 
udlooktoo, one of the best of 
Peary’s Eskimos, and another Eskimo 
they called Harrigan because he could 
Sing the three concluding words of the 
song, “Harrigan, That’s Me!’ .He 
had been ahead of them, and out of 
their vision, when he _ had fallen 
through the ice, they said. They had 
not heard his calls for help. 

He must have been dead some time 
when the Eskimos came up,” wrote 
Peary. “It was, of course, impossible 
for them to rescue the body, since 
there was no way of their getting 
near it. They knew what had hap- 
pened to Marvin, but with childish su- 
perstition peculiar to their race they 
camped there for a while on the pos- 
sibility that he might come back. 

“But after a time, when he did not 
come back, Kudlooktoo and Harri- 
gan became frightened. They real- 
ized that Marvin was really drowned 
and they were .in dread of his spirit. 
So they threw from the sledge every- 
thing they could find belonging to 
him, that the Spirit, if it came back 
that way, might find these personal 
belongings and not pursue the men. 
Then they hurried for the land as fast 
as they could go.” 

Not End of Story. 

SO, as Peary said, the bones of 
Ross Marvin lay farther north than 
any other human being. The mem- 


bers of the expedition erected a me- 


morial of stones on the northern 
shore of Grant Land and mounted it 
with a rude tablet: 

“In memory of Ross G. Marvin, of 
Cornell university. Aged 34. Drown- 
ed April\i0, 4909, fifty-five miles 
north of Cape Columbia, returning 
from 86 degrees 38 N. Lat.”

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Different Mediums of the Divine 
Revelation. 


T IS only when we come to Jesus 
Christ that we reach the perfect 
revelation of God and His truth. 
When we stand 

face to face with 

the divine person- 

ality and redemp- 

tive mission of 

Christ, we reach: 


“The foundation 
light of all our 
day, 

The master light 
of all our see- 
ing.” 


Amid the clamor 
of different claim- 
ants Jesus Christ 

stands forth as the perfect and au- 
thoritative revelation of God. The 
person and teaching of Jesus are the 
test and touchstone of all imperfect 
revelation,whether in nature or man. 
In His perfect revelation of the Fa- 
ther we have the criterion by which 
all that is imperfect’is judged. In His 
revelation of God as Father, Jesus 
offers the truest object of faith, in His 
law of love the highest principle of 
life, and the strongest motive of 
morality, in His promise of immoral- 
ity the brightest hope, in His salva- 
tion from sin, He delivers man from 
his greatest danger, and reveals his 


deepest need. He is both the perfec- 
tion and goal of revelation. In Christ 
we have found and can never again 
lose, the infinite and eternal Father. 


Whatever His limitations were in 
the realm of historical and scientific 
knowledge, all questions about God’s 
character and purpose, and man’s 
duty and destiny, Jesus answers with 
infallible authority. The revelation 
through Jesus bears every mark of 
finality, for there can never come to 
the mind of man a truth higher than 
the Fatherhood of God, a doctrine 
broader than the brotherhood of man, 
a holiness more perfect than His own 
sinless life or a love greater than was 
manifested in,His atoning death. His 
revelation is final and holds the fu- 
ture. It does not tremble at the pros- 
pect of increase of knowledge of any 
kind. It stands forever free from 
panic. It keeps pace with all develop- 
ment. No real intellectual develop- 
ment can conflict with or go beyond 
it. The future is as secure as the past. 
The revelation of God through Christ 
has the freshness of immortal youth. 
While the revelation is completed in 
Christ as an objective manifestation, 
yet the revelation of that revelation 
shall go on forever. 

The revelation through man at his 
highest is imperfect and insufficient. 
Man is a dual creature. There is not 
only the upward soaring, but the 
downward drop. He bears not only 
the mark of the angel, but the mark 
of the beast. He is a combination of 
dust and divinity. Left to himself he 


“changes the glory of the incor- 
footed beasts and creeping things.” 
While the voice of the spiritual ex- 
perience of man at his best carries 
practical certainty insofar as the exist- 
ence of spiritual realities is concern- 
ed, nevertheless his interpretation of 
truth is marked by limitation. 


“No man knowest the Father save 
the Son.” 

W. N. Clarke writes: ‘‘The Chris- 
tian revelation is essentially a revela- 
tion of God. It teaches us what God 
is and what He means. It is primarily 
and fundamentally a revelation of the 
righteousness and grace of God. It 
tells us how God feels toward us; 
what He has made us for; what He 
has done and is doing for us; how we 
are to think of life and its meaning, 
of death and destiny, of our human 
relations also, and the spirit in which 
we are to live.” These words appeal 
to us as being the essence of the reve- 
lation made in Jesus Christ. He is 
the light of the world as against the 
blurred vision. of even the highest 
saints. We are not to feel called upon 
to make the non-Christian religions 
more degraded than they really are. 
We are to welcome the measure of 
truth in all religions which results 
from the light ‘“‘which lighteth every 
man coming into the world.” At the 
Same time we must maintain the in- 
compr «ole superiority of the revela- 
tion through Jesus Christ. Max Muller 
in writing on the Sacred books of the 
East says, “By the side of so much 
that is fresh, natural, simple, beauti- 


ruptible men ard of birds and of four- 
ful, they contain so much that is not 
only unmeaning, artificial and_ silly 
but even hideous and repellent.” 

The central idea in any religion is 
the idea of God. Regardless of scat- 
tered ethical maxims and inculcation 
of undoubted moral duties every re- 
ligion must stand or fall by the fact 
of its conception of God. Dr. Bor- 
den P. Bowne speaking of the great 
Indian religion says, “There is no hing 
of a divine meaning in the world, no 
hint of a divine deliverance wrought 
out by a divine deliverer, no hint of 
an ever-present Spirit leading souls to 
righteousness and perfecting them in 
goodness, no hint of life eternal in 
which the faithful soul shall glorify 
God and enjoy Him forever. To drop 
into darkness and escape the woe and 
burden of this illusion we call our life, 
is their great hope for the race.” 
Christ’s view of God and the world is 
infinitely above all this. 

Science and philosophy and history 
all fail to bring to man the perfect and 
satisfying revelation that the human 
heart demands. There is a revelation 
of God in nature, but aside from the 
revelation in Christ man could not 
reach the true conception of the char- 
acter and love of God. The mind of 
man apart from the historical Christ 
has never been able to free itself from 
crude and gross conceptions of God. 
‘To whom shall we go for Thou hast 
the words of eternal life, and we be- 
lieve and are sure that Thou art that 
Christ, the Son of the living God.”

young Ross Marvin. Seventeen 


years later came an addition in the 
form of a confession from Kudlook- 


too and Harrigan. The Arctic gave 
up its secret last September, when 
George Palmer Putnam, leader of the 
Putnam expedition to the Arctic, 
wired the whole amazing story to 
New York. 


He said that Kudlooktoo had been 


converted to Christianity by a mis- 
sionary named Jens Olsen. Follow- 
ing his baptism at Karnah, on Ingle- 
field gulf, the Eskimo called his peo- 
ple and told them that he must con- 
fess his sins. One of the things he 
confessed was the killing of Ross 
Marvin. 

Kudlooktoo confessed to Olsen too 
and his story was substantiated by 
Harrigan, the two being questioned 
separately. The story was that Kud- 
looktoo had killed Marvin to save 
Harrigan’s life, that Marvin had ap- 
parently become unbalanced and at- 
tempted to abandon Harrigan. 


The Eskimos said that they were 
three or four days from land, on their 
trek back to the ship, when the thing 
happened. Harrigan stayed with 
the sled, untangling the dog traces, 
while Marvin and Kudlooktoo went 
ahead, diverging half a mile from 
each other, seeking the best route. 

Harrigan got the dogs straightened 
out and then went ahead, driving the 
sledge in the direction of Kudlooktoo 
had taken. Reaching the other Es- 
kimo, he waited while Marvin came 
across to them. 

Marvin was very angry, according 
to their story. He felt that Harrigan 
should have followed him instead of 
Kudlooktoo. ‘He lost his temper, they 
said, and threw Harrigan’s things off 
the-sled. He said Harrigan could not 
stay with the sled, that he would have 
to go and shift for himself. 

“It was not our good Marvin at 
all.” Harrigan told Knud Rasmus- 
sen, the Danish explorer, who is a sort 


of godfather to the primitive people 
of that region. ‘It was a different 
man than we had known. We felt 
that he was worn out and that he did 
not know what he was doing. He was 
out of his mind. Otherwise he would 
never have left me to a cruel death.. 


“We were all very tired and worn 
out. Behind us were many, many 
days “of hard travel, always in rough 
ice and very cold weather. We never 
saw land. Only ice, ice, ice. The 
white man told us we got enough to 
eat, because we got the pemmican 
we needed, but we were always hun- 
gly: 

“On the third day we stopped the 
team and I started to entangle the 
traces of the dogs, while Marvin and 
Kudlooktoo went ahead to look for 
the best way. As soon as I was 
through with the traces I went after 
them, following their tracks. But a 
Short distance ahead their tracks sep- 
arated. 1 was uncertain which track 
to follow. After a while I took Kud- 
looktoo’s track. 

“As soon as I caught up with Kud- 
looktoo we stopped and kept looking 
for Marvin. After some waiting we 
saw him coming. As soon as he came 
up to us we saw that he was excited. 
He waved his fist in my face and yell- 
ed at me. We stood silent and could 
not understand him. He was never 
that way before. 

“Suddenly he yelled that he could 
not bear to see me around any more. 
He would not have me in the party 
any longer. I must go my own way 
since | would not follow his tracks. 
He ordered that all my clothes should 
be left there. He undid the lashings 
on the sled and threw my clothes on 
the ice. But there were no provisions 
left for me. 


“It was evident to Kudlooktoo that 
now Marvin did not know what he 
was doing, and it was impossible for 
him to try to speak to him. - Kud- 
looktoo was so distressed that he cried

all the time as he drove the dogs. 


“I stood on the ice puzzled as to 
what I should do. All this had hap- 
pened so suddenly. Part of my clothes 
that were left on the ice were wet and 
because it was impossible for me to 
dry them | took with me only a pair 
of kamiks (shoes.) The day was 
very cold and I could not stand still 
long on the ice. 


“While I was sitting there I saw 
Kudlooktoo on a big piece of rough 
ice and he yelled to me that I should 
bring him his rifle. He had seen a 
seal in the open water. I brought 
him his rifle and went back to the 
sled. 

“Then I heard a shot. I expected 
that Kudlooktoo had shot the seal. 
But right away he came over to me 
and told me what had happened. He 
had shot Marvin in order to save my 
life.” 

“You know that what I have done 
was for you,’’ Kudlooktoo told Harri- 
gan. ‘In return I ask you not to be- 
tray me. It will be hard for the white 
man to understand our position. If 
we tell the truth they will make us re- 
sponsible for Marvin’s death and they 
will kill us in return and take us to 
the white man’s country. 

That was the story. Not everyone 
accepted it. Some doubted it out- 
right. Members of Marvin’s own 
family declared that they accepted the 
story of the young man’s death.as it 

was described by Peary on his return. 
Others questioned whether it had hap- 
pened exactly as the Eskimos told it 
in their confession. 

At the time of Marvin’s death there 
was neither authority nor law nor 
established ownership in that region. 
For twenty-five years previously 
Peary and other explorers had been 
the benefactors and demigods of the 
race of Eskimos who inhabited the 
land. It was not until 1921 that Den- 
mark formally acquired title to north 
Greenland. 


Incidentally, Matt Henson,. who 
went to the pole with Peary, believes 
that Kudlooktoo and Harrigan misun- 
derstood Marvin, who could not speak : 
the language of the Eskimos. Henson 
Said recently that Marvin was not the 
sort of man to abandon one of his 
companions. 

“It sometimes happens that suffer- 
ing and privation will temporarily un- 
balance the mind of a man in the arc- 
tic,’’ he said, “but Marvin was a cool- 
headed, quiet and just man, and I feel 
that no such thing happened to him. 
It seems difficult, on the other hand, 
to believe that an Eskimo can keep 
a secret in his breast for sixteen or 
seventeen years and then make a false 
confession. 

“It seems to me that he is very 
likely telling what he: believes to be 
true, but I do not believe that Marvin 
ever uttered any such threats. 


“T recall a thing that may be the 
explanation of the whole tragedy. 
Peary explicitly instructed Marvin to 
send one Eskimo boy ahead and the 
other behind, if he came to an open 
lead. In other words, an Eskimo 
should cross first, Marvin should cross 
second, and the other Eskimo third. 
If they were crossing thin ice, or any 
other dangerous place this procedure 
was to be followed. 


“It is very probable that, acting un- 
der these instructions, Marvin sent one 
ahead and ordered the other to stay 
behind. They might have feared, 
from this order, that it was the inten- > 
tion of Marvin to abandon one of 
them. Eskimos are quick to become 
frightened and to act on their fears, 
and Marvin was probably killed be- 
cause they did not understand him. 

‘Marvin, unfortunately, could not 
speak the language of the Eskimos. 
It is very dangerous for a single white 
man who does not understand Eskimo 
to deal with one or more Eskimo 
boys.”

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Color Instructions 


Last week’s picture was one that ap- 
pealed to those who like to try their hand 
att something original and difficult. This 
week’s is merely a problem of careful color- 
ing. The picture of a house is not one to 
ask for a great development of artistic 
sense. It hears almost the same relation to 
a real problem in art as the record of a 
pianola. Some people can play the pianola 
a little better than others and the deft han- 
dling of pedals can make the piece sound 
a little more like genuine music. But a 
pianola record always remains a pianola 
record, a strip of tough paper with many lit- 
tle holes in it, but without a soul.

HE human race has always had

I now refer to the respect shown to 
the birthplaces of famous men and women 
and to the devoted care that is bestowed 
upon the houses of those who m some way 
have contributed to the happiness of the 
human race. 


Most likely Shakespeare never for a 
moment suspected that the house in which 
he lived would at some not very distant 
date be an object of reverential pilgrimage 
to hundreds of thousands of people. It Is 
true he had written a few plays that had 
been fairly successful but so had others. It 
is true he had by dint of his own energy 
worked himself out of the uncomfortable 
hole caused by his father’s shiftless busi- 
ness methods, but again, so had others. 
And his contemporaries did nothing to make 
him conscious of either extraordinary ability 
or unusual achievements. 


To them he was old Bill Shakespeare 
who had made a good thing out of the 
London stage, a fellow who had been a little 
unruly in earlier life but who now had. set- 
tled down to a respectable and solvent mid- 
dle age. As a result of this attitude the 
Shakespeare home, soon after the master’s 
death, went the way of most houses of that 
sort. ° It was sold to someone else, it was re- 
modeléd and it was brought “up to date” 
and was changed until the original owner 
would hardly have recognized his old home. 


Then came the belated glory of the 
nineteenth century and now we can walk 
through the same rooms and say, ‘‘There 
he sat.”’
